Health Books—Old and New 


By Morris Fisupein, M.p., Editor, Journal of the American Medical Association and 
Hygeia, the Health Magazine 


ROGRESS in medicine in the past fifty years has been more rapid than in all 

the previous centuries of man. During the last twenty years it has advanced 

more rapidly than at any time since the discovery by Pasteur of the germ 
causation of disease. This progress is reflected in the periodical literature available 
to physicians and to a considerable extent in medical textbooks. In consequence, 
medical textbooks become obsolete rather quickly in these times. New editions of 
most of the standard books in the fields of bacteriology, physiologic chemistry, 
nutrition, and similar subjects appear every two years. Anatomy does not change 
so rapidly, but physiology, which deals with the functions of the normal body, is 
today one of the most thriving fields for research. Its textbooks require constant 
revision. I need refer only to the discoveries made in relation to nutrition and 


digestion and to the new facts about the glands to indicate how tremendous have 
been the advances in physiology during the last ten years. 


The technic or art of conveying medical information to the public is also a fairly 
recent development. For hundreds of years medicine kept the public in ignorance 
concerning its knowledge. More recently medical statesmen have recognized the 
vital importance for the advancement of the profession of keeping the public 
informed. As soon as the needs became apparent and the gates were opened, books 
began to appear in considerable numbers. Today the season lists of each publisher 
contain volumes in these fields. 

Some years ago I wrote an essay for The Bookman on the question of who should 
provide scientific information to the public. Mary Austin contended that such 
material could be provided only by expert writers who would immerse themselves 
in the literature of science and then use their literary skill to convey the information. 
It was my contention that such writing would have to be done by persons 
scientifically trained who had also the power of expression or who could at least 
develop a good literary style. 
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The latter is still the best method, I believe. Most of the recommended books now 
are the work of scientists who have developed the ability to express themselves 
suitably for a public audience. However, an occasional writer has been able to 
retranslate the literature of a science in which.he is not expert. The best of these 
writers confer with scientific authorities and have their material authenticated 
before publication. 

At the request of the Headquarters office of the American Library Association I 
have gone over their lists from 1920 to January, 1936, to discern which of the 
volumes recommended from time to time are still useful, and which libraries ought 
to discard because they are obsolete or unnecessary for general use. Inaccurate, 
obsolete, or wrong information in the field of health and hygiene is worse than no 
knowledge at all. Obviously those books will be least satisfactory which deal with 
subjects in which the greatest advances have been recently made. Books of advice 
on hygiene, diet, nutrition, and the glands are of little value unless they are of 
comparatively recent date. Books of general medical history and those on mental 
hygiene are for the most part still fairly good, but older books dealing with social 
medical topics are not now to be recommended. 


Editor’s note: Because of lack of space in Tue Bookuist and because the list 
which Dr. Fishbein has compiled deserves wide distribution, it is being published 
by the A.L.A. as a separate.* Over four hundred titles are arranged in two groups: 
books that are now obsolete; books that are still satisfactory. Author, title, and 
date are given. 

The publications from which the titles were selected are the A.L.A. catalog 1926, 
and 1926-1931, Booklist Books, and the Book.ist, 1920 to date. Dr. W. W. Bauer, 
of the American Medical Association, Bureau of Public Health and Instruction, 
and Dr. P. A. Teschner, Assistant to Dr. Bauer, cooperated with Dr. Fishbein in the 
checking, so the list represents their combined judgment. 

The library profession is indebted to Dr. Fishbein and his associates for their 
generous contribution toward the modernizing of library book collections in 


this important field.

THE FEBRUARY ISSUE of the Branch Library Book News of the New York Public Library 
prints two lists of wide interest. Under the title “Need for better personnel in government” 
twenty-two references, mainly books, are grouped under the headings “Spoils system and 
the politicians,” “Civil service reformers,” and “Better government personnel.” The entries 
are annotated and the list is quite different (except for four titles) from the one printed 
in the February Book ist, page 182. It was prepared in the office of the Readers’ Adviser. 
These references and those in THE Book ist, represent a timely collection on a subject which 
needs the intelligent attention of every citizen. An important publication which does not 
appear in either of these better government personnel lists is Training for the public service: 
a report and recommendations, edited by Morris B. Lambie, and published by the Public
